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A LETTER FROM THE TREASURER 


November 1, 1983 
Dear Fellow Missourians: 

For the fourth straight month this fiscal year, state general revenue receipts have 
increased above collections of a year ago, indicating recovery in Missouri is 
continuing. 

In my monthly fiscal report on state government, my office finds that general 
revenue receipts for October rose 42.9 percent or 40.7 million dollars above collections 
of October a year ago. 

This comes during a month when general revenue receipts traditionally have been 
slow. In fact, October general revenue receipts declined almost six percent for the 
three-year period from Fiscal 1980 to Fiscal 1983. 

Some of the unanticipated revenue growth this October can be attributed to a 
continuing change in collection procedures covering employers’ withholding taxes. I 
expect revenue-producing effects from these procedures to decline in November. 

Including this October’s increase, general revenue receipts have jumped some 124 
million dollars during the first one-third of the fiscal year. 

These are encouraging signs that Missouri economic recovery is continuing. But 
the situation isn’t as rosy as it first may appear. The state needs a good revenue 
producing performance early in the fiscal year in order to meet this year’s budget 
forecasts. 

Probably half of the increase this fiscal year can be traced to changes in collection 
schedules and other administrative factors. I don’t expect the whole fiscal year to 
match the increase from the first one-third of the year. 

Leading the increase this October were collections of individual income tax, 
jumping 91.3 percent or 31.6 million dollars over the same month a year ago. 
Individual income tax collections for the month totalled 66.1 million dollars. 

Corporate income tax collections in October totalled 10.3 million dollars, a jump of 
17.7 percent or 1.5 million dollars over levels of a year ago. 

And sales tax receipts increased too, totalling 43.3 million dollars for this October. 
That’s a hike of 16.6 percent or 6.2 million dollars over October collections in 1982. 

All other general revenue sources increased 9.9 percent or 1.4 million dollars above 
October levels last year, totalling 16 million dollars for the month of October.
